Near Perthes 
the Germuns lost some artillery and in the Valley of the Meuse the 
French lia\e gained advanced position». In the Vosges and Upper 
Alsace the French have held tlicir position at the Bonhomme Pass 
against all atl'icks of the German troops. It is reported that the 
Germans are leinfort ins their lines around Muelhausen in anticipa- 
tion of further French attacks. 

RUSSIA 

1 he Germans .idmil thai their lo.sses in their last drive in East 
Prussia were 100.000, including dead, wounded and prisoners. Sev- 
ere fighting is p(?ing on in northern Poland and the Russians have 
rrosscd llic Bohr River near Ossowetz. 

AUSTRIA- HUNGARY 

In the Carpathians the fighting is going on ^3long a 125 mile 

front. The Ru.ssians aie still holding on to their positions in the 
Dukla Pass, flic Russian line is being slowly pushed fonvard in 
spite of the desperate resistance of the Austro-German troops. 

BRITISH EMPIRE 

Unconfirmed reports have come from England that the First 

and Third Can'.iclian Brigade.-- have hern in action in France. ' No 
casualty list has hccn published, however. 

The British Government has placed restrictions on the naviga- 
tion in ihc Irish C hannel on a< count of the German hlock'jde. Two 
boats have been lost in the last two days, one an American ship 
which struck a mine, and the other a British collier which has tor- 
pedoed.
